The New School now authorized 
to be built, will be of 12 
rooms, on the east side of 
Foutwell Street, on a lot of 
land that old timers would 
call the ‘Currier Lot’.

“LAND TAKING BILL 
SAVED IN HOUSE 


Through the efforts of Reprs. 
Prank Tanner of Reading, New- 
man of Cambridge and Randall 
of Framingham, a bill designed 
to afford relief to people who 
have had land taken from them 
was saved, Monday afternoon, 
in the Massachusetts General 
Court, House of Representa- 
tives. 

House Bill 2701 (not filed| 
by Tanner) had received a re- 
commendatjpn from the powerful 
Ways and yeans Committee that 
it be rejected. 

Reps. Tanner, NeW,an and Ran- 
dall took the floor, Monday; 
afternoon, to oppose the re- 
jection, and their firm stand 
won the approval of the other 
members of the House. The bill 
still has a long way to go be- 
fore it can be enacted into 
law, but it is still on the 
House Calendar. 

The bill is designed to pro- 
vide a temporary relief to 
Eropery owners who have lost 
land, etc., by Eminent Domain 
proceedings (as in the con- 
struction of a new highway). 
The proposed law would ~di- 
rect the Department of Public 
Works to pay a reasonable 
settlement within six months 
of the taking, without jeopar-/ 
dizing the owner's right to 
seek further settlement, if 
the property owner feéis that 
he is so entitled.

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WHY CALABRESE RESIGNED 

Fred Calabrese had any of a dozen different 
reasons why he might have resigned as Town Man- 
ager of Wilmington. 

He was, first of all, the subject of an a- 
crimonious political battle last March. He took 
# lot of personal abuse in the process. It was 
enough to make any man want to seek other 
climes. 

But this had nothing to do with his decis- 
fon. He did not like the results in so far as 
his family was concerned, but personally he 
regarded the abuse as something that wouldn't 
bother him in particular. He can, and did, 
take abuse and come up smiling. 

It wasn't the long hours that a Town Mana- 
ger 1s expected to put into his job, in Wil- 
mington. Some TM's don't bother to attend the 
various committee meetings, but in Wilmington 
it has always been axiomatic that the TM is 
in the Town Hall nearly every evening, attend- 
ing meetings - listening, and occasionally ta- 
king a part in the debates. 

Cushing, Courtney and Calabrese, - all of 
them, spent on the average three or four eve- 
nings in the Town Hall, on this type of work. 
It was expected of them, and they did it, with 
a smile. 

It wasn't the pay, in itself. Calabrese was 
started at $8,000 a year, and this spring, in 
line with the other employees of Wilmington he 
was given a 3% increase. Calabrese believed 
that a Town Manager's pay should not be equa- 
ted with the pay of other employees. He did 
not like the 3% increase idea, but he said 
very little to show his feelings. To his way 
of thinking, the salary of a Town Manager, 
by law a perogative of the Selectmen, should 
have been on an entirely different schedule 
than other employees of the Town. 

The reason why Calabrese resigned is to be 
found in the Selectmen's meetings. 

The vote of last March, regarded from an 
impersonal viewpoint, was a mandate from the 
electorate for a Town Manager form of govern- 
ment. The people of Wilmington, two to one, 
voted for efficiency in town government. 

The Selectmen of Wilmington's views in this 
respect did not co-inéide with those of Cala- 
brese. 


There were a number of differences in this 
respect, but the most outstanding was highway 
construction. 

The best way to get the most for the dollar 
in highway construction is to do all the work 
in one area, before going to another. Tran- 
sportation of equipment back and forth costs 
money. Town Managers, as a whole, are dedica- 
ted to this idea, and there is no argument that 
in a dollars and cents proposition it pays off. 

Every few weeks, in the Selectmen's meetings 
there would be a delegation present from some 
part of town, to see if action could be speeded 
up in respect to their own particular streets. 

The Selectmen, vote conscious, listened to 
these people avidly. 

The TM, cost conscious, resigned himself to 
a long jaw-bone discussion, and listened, with 
an attitude of extreme disinterest. 

The Selectmen would then instruct the TM to 
have a certain street done - knock off the work 
in one part of town, and proceed post haste to 
another. 

Calabrese finally had enough.

When Calabresé leaves for Westport, Conn. 
there will have to be a Temporary Town Manager | 
to take over the reins, until such a time as a 
new TM is chosen by the Selectmen. 

Obviously, from one viewpoint, Stanley Web- 
ber could be named. Both Courtney and Cushing 
so used their principal Assessors, on occasion, 
But there is some hesitancy on the part of some 
of our Selectmen to name Webber. Whether or not 
they are right is a question that is, in the 
long run, up to themselves. 

The Selectmen, or some of them, went to the 
trouble of telling the TM that they didn't want 
him to "train' someone to replace him. 

Mr. Webber is well versed in town affairs. 
He has served on the Finance Committee, and the 
Board of Appeals, in addition to his Assessor 
duties. He is a man with managerial experience, 
in private business. He has many good points to 
his credit ~ but it seems obvious that telling 
Calabrese not to "train" someone the Selectmen 
were unwilling to have a Principal Assessor 
take over for an inter-regnum period. 

If not Webber then who? 

Cross Courtney off the list. He is too busy 
with his present duties. 

To our way of thinking there are two other 
possibilities. We do not im lude Harry Deming, 
who was once a Temporary TM because Mr. Deming 
is without a doubt not interested, if the job 
were offered him. 

The other two possibilities are Mrs. Drew 
and our Town Engineer, George Maynard. 

Mrs. Drew is experienced and practical, but 
she probably wouldn't accept the job. She is, 
we must point out, the only Selectman who does 
ye have a full time job. She does have the 
time. 

George Maynard, our Town Engineer is another 
possibility. Mr. Maynard hasn't been in town 
very long, and while he is, perhaps, long on 
Engineering, he might very well be short on o- 
ther phases. We don't know if he would care to 
Sccept the job. 

So there you have the possibilities. Possi- 
bly there are "candidates" whom we have over- 
looked. 

But there will have to be a Temporary TM, 
that we know. 

"FERKY" 

We pause for a moment to take off our hat to 
a man with imagination - Foster Furcolo ~ Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts. 

A small weekly paper is unable to keep a day 
to day tab on the rapidly changing situations 
in the State House. But a small weekly can 
take a longer range viewpoint.

Westport is a town, with its 
own particular form of Town 
Manager government, in that 
the No. I Selectman is Town 
Manager.

It is in all respects a sub- 
urb of New York City, with an 
Artist’s Colony and a consi- 
derable literary circle. Quit, 
the place to live, accordin 
to many New Yorkers, 

Calabrese, as Principal As- 
sessor will be getting $9000 a 
year, we understand, with a 
Promise of a substantial an- 
nual increment for three years 

The town has recently had & 
ré-valuation, such as we had 
two years ago, and has 4 re- 
gular schedule, every few 
years, for more of the same. 

Calabrese won’t be having to 
work every night, as he has 
been in Wilmington - so who 
can blame him for making the 
change. 

Boutwell Street 

BoutwWell Street, the site of 
the proposed school, is one of 
the older streets in town. It 
was named after the Boutwell 
family, which most certainly 
was living here in the early 
part of the 18th century, and 
which some of the older people 
of Wilmington would have you 
believe was the first family

mington, 

The Routwell House stood on 
land now owned by Ray Fitz- 
maurice, and a part of the o- 
riginal building still stands, 
look ing like a broken down 
garage. 

The building itself was long 
and close to the ground, with 
low ceilings. It was inhabited 
as late as in the 1920's, and 
@s we say, some people tried 
to say it was the oldest in 
town, a theory that was never 
Proven to us, 

Governor Boutwell, a pre-Civ- 
il War governor of Massachus- 
etts was a descendant of this 
family, but was born in Wes- 
tern Massachusetts. 

The little brook that runs a- 
long the boundary of the pro- 
posed school was once known 
as ‘Bear Brook’, for one of 
the Boutwell family saw the 
last bear in Wilmington ( if 

, the stories of last winter are 
discounted) cross the stone- 
wall and disappear into a 
thicket near the brook, The 
hill nearer to Burlington Ave. 
was also known as Bear Hill, 
until recent times - it is now 
the scene of a real estate de- 
velopment by Roy Hersom,
